SCHOOL REPORT. 


ScHooL No. 1. Summer term of eight weeks was taught by Belle 
KX. Gunnison. Miss Gunnison succeeded in gaining the affections of 
her scholars, kept good order, and the closing examination showed 
good progress. 

Fall term, taught by Cora F. Sabine, was intended to be nine 
weeks, but in consequence of sickness on the part of the teacher, it 
was closed on the eighth week. We visited the school the first of 
the term and found it in good condition, and doubt not, had she been 
able to finish it, the closing examination would have shown good 
improvement. 

ScHOOL No. 2. First term of eight weeks was commenced by 
Sadie H. Gunnison. This was ber first attempt at teaching and she 
was succeeding finely, but in consequence of sickness was obliged to 
leave at the close of the fourth week. She was succeeded by Jennie 
S. Pike. This was also her first school, but the closing examination 
showed that she had finished the work begun by Miss Gunnison, with 
credit to herself and the school. 

Second term of nine weeks, taught by Dora M. Pike, an experienced 
teacher, who did some ofher best work, both in discipline and teach- 
ing. 

ScHooL No. 3. Two terms of eight and nine weeks, taught by 
Stella M. Baker. Miss Baker is too well known as a teacher to need 
an extended report. Visits to and examinations of both terms showed 
that her work was well done. 

Scuoot No. 4. Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Cora F. 
Sabine. This was Miss Sabine’s third successive term in this 
school, and it is enough to say that it was fully equal to either of her 
former terms, both in discipline and improvement. 

Fall term of nine weeks was in charge of Jennie L. Parker, an

experienced teacher. She did good work, her school being one of 
the best in town. 

ScHoot No. 5. First term of eight weeks in care of Josie L. Wil- 
ley. Miss Willey has sufficient talent and educational ability, and 
with more experience will make a successful teacher. 

Second term was taught by Henrietta A. Grandy. Miss Grandy 
is a good scholar, apt to teach, and succeeded well in her school, as 
evinced by a very satisfactory examination. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


So much has been said and written upon our common school sys- 
tem that little remains to be said, and yet its importance should 
never be lost sight of; but increasing interest should be taken in it 
from year to year, for it will be a long time before it reaches per- 
fection. As already intimated, itis noc talk that is needed, but 
action—action not only of school boards, but parents should co-oper- 
ate with teachers in laying the foundation of a thorough education ; 
and then that foundation should be built upon as long as life and 
opportunity lasts. 

The great work of the common school should be to make scholars 
good readers, spellers, grammarians, mathematicians, and _histori- 
ans, so far as the history of the United States is concerned; to give 
them a good knowledge of geography, natural philosophy, and phy- 
siology and hygiene. When this work is accomplished, then, and 
not till then, advance them into the higher branches, if they con- 
tinue in school; but if they have no further opportunity for school- 
ing, they can go out into the world prepared for the common branch- 
es of business. We think it entirely wrong to advance scholars into 
algebra before they have a good knowledge of arithmetic, or to en- 
courage the study of French and Latin before a good knowledge of 
English grammar is obtained. 

The work of laying this foundation devolves largely upon teach- 
ers; and to accomplish it they must give their best efforts. Simply 
spending six hours per day in the school room, thinking more of 
some pleasure excursion than of what is going on around them, will 
never do it. There is ao place more fully demanding the undivided 
attention of the employe than the school room. 

If the clerk in the store is amiss in his duties, his employer is the 
principal sufferer; but the unfaithful teacher wrongs every scholar 
in school. In our humble opinion no class has more to do with per- 
petuity of our national liberties than the teachers of our common 
schools. 
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
